HAMMOND, Ind.. Nov. 11— Tbe'espio-. 
nage trial of a former employee of [the 
Central Intelligence Agency resurbe* 
here Monday with Its focus now directed 
at the agency itsell as the result of em- 
barrassing courtroom disclosures of lax 
security for top-secret documents at 
Cl. A. headquarters in Langley, Va. - «. 

The defendant, « 23-year-old William 
Peter Kampiles, is accused of stealing a 
technical manual describing the KH-1L 
spy satellite and selling it to a Soviet ixv 
telligence agent in Athens for $3,000*. Mr. 
Kampiles worked as a trainee at the 
agency from March through November 
1977. - - - ;4ft .'4' 

The satellite is said to be so sophisti- 
cated that it can produce legible photo- 
graphs of billboards from hundreds of 
miles in space and; unlike other satel- 
lites, transmit pictures back to earth l » 
coded signals. The Government has said:

powers would allow them to devise de- 
fenses against the sateUlta^j^^^ *\

Michael Monica, a former Assistant 
United States Attorney who is Mr. Kam- 
piles's lawyer, will argue that the defend- 
ant did' not give any documents to > the 
Soviet agent other than a phony identi- 
fication card* and that the 93,000 he re- 
ceived from the agent was a form of 
“good faith'* payment to win him over. 
He will also- try to establish that Mr. 
Kampiles “Is e very- patriotic man who 
longed for excitement and a chance to 
prove his potential worth as an under- 
cover agents 

The most damaging testimony against 
Mr. KampUes so far in the four-day-old 
trial at Federal District Court here came 
from James K. Murphy, a special agent 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
He testified that the defendant confessed 
his guilt during interrogation at F.BX 
headquarters in Washington. . ..;.Z| 

“1 told him that I did not believe his 
original story because of some inconsist- 
encies, “ Mr. Murphy told the court. 
“Then he cupped his hands over his face 
and after a moment said, 4 You are right, I 
didn’t tell the truth, I sold the secret docu- 
ment to the Russians.' " 

Mr. Monico said he would show that the 
confession had been made under duress 
and alleged threats by F.B.I. agents ta 
make trouble for Mr. Kampiles 's rela- 
tives if he did not confess.

During the first day-omeTHal before 
Judge Phil McNagny Jr., it was disclosed 
in government documents requested by 
the defense attorney that ITother copies 
of the KH-11 technical manual could not 
be accounted for. The Government has 
since accounted for four of the missing

Later, Mr. Monico read from an agen- 
cy-wide memorandum from Adm. Stans- 
field Tinner, the Director of Central In- 
telligence; to all agencyemployees. The 
July 2 memorandum said in part : “In re- 
cent months evidence* has mounted 
many employees are removing agency 
documents from their office environment 
and taking them home for work related 
purposes. This practice is a flagrant and 
deliberate violation of agency security 
regulations and must be stopped immedi- 
ately.'* V 

Mr. Monico read from the memoran- 
dum after his cross-examination of Kevin 
J. Donoghue, a CI A. deputy chief of the 
technical forces group who had responsi- 
bility for four copie* of the technical 
manual, including copy 155, which Mr. 
Kampiles is accused of stealing.

In the cross-examination, Mr. Dona- 
ghue said that he destroyed a copy of the 
KH-11 manual in December 1978 but, in 
violation of agency rules, di<? so without 
witnesses and made no record of the de- 
struction until August 1978, after he had 
been directed to account for the copies en- 
trusted to him. >• ~ -v - t/r- I. 

He also acknowledged that many 
clerks and employees other than Mr. 
Kampiles had access to the technical 
manual because a copy was kept in an un- 
locked file cabinet and sometime* on 
desktops. . - •. , . . &*■ 

The defense sought to undercut the 
testimony of another major witness, Paul 
H. Corscadden, a C.I.A. deputy chief who 
also was Mr. Kampiles’s supervisor. The 
defense tried to characterize him as an 
aging man in a dead-end job bent on de- 
stroying Mr. Kampiles's career because 
he was jealous of his alleged sexual prow- 
ess. 

On direct examination, Mr. Corscad- 
den said he had twice told Mr. Kampiles 
that he was receiving unfavorable com- 
ments from his co-workers and his future 
with the agency could become jeopard- 
ized if he did not improve his perform- 
ance. On cross-examination by Mr. Moni- 
co, Mr. Corscadden acknowledged that 


the unlavoraoie comments were cilice 
rumors about Mr. Kampiles's sexual life, 
which he called “the legend of Billy."
